Lironrixp, Tl... March 21.—An explosion 
se an earthquake and destroying 
nearly a million dollars worth of property, 
occurred here this morning. The loss of sev- 
eral lives and the injury of a number of peo- 
ple resulted from the catastrophe. Practically 
every business structure in Litchfield was 
wrecked and scores of dwellings rendered 
uninhabitabie. Panic reigned for hours and 
Getallsof the terrible affair were obtafmed 
with the utmust difficulty. 
. Aboot $:16a. m. an alarm of fire was turned 
im, and upon investigation it developed that 
the Litchfield Pianet Mills, located in the 
southwest part of the city. and said to be one 
if not the largest, single flour- 
esta t in the world, was 
tm flames. Before the firemen arrived 
upon the. scene the fire had gained 
such headway that for sometime nothing

Smated oy a spark from a passing locomotive 
falling in one ofthe dust rooms. The hose 
and hook and ladder companies had hardly 
succeeded in getting their apparatus in work- 
ing order when an explosion, appalling in 
its violence, was caused by the flames’ 
sudden contact with pent-up mill dust. . The 
explosion shook the earth overa singularly 
wide area, while the atmospheric concussion 
was felt as far as Decatur, a distance of fifty 
miles. 

The firemen battled with the flames for 
three long hours, finally subduing them to 
such an extent that adjoining prop- 
erty was saved. The explosion broke 
large plate - glass windows in a 
yoajority of the storesin the city, prostrated 
almost everyone on the street, shook houses 
Joose from their foundatiéns and jarred the 
machinery in the Litchfield Car and Machine 
we to such extent that work hastobe sus- 


e head miliwright, Joun Carve of 
aterloo, In making an effort to secure his 
‘Seah from the burning building, was stunned 
by the explosion and in endeavoring to 
escape he was pinned against the smoke- 
stack and burned to death. When found 
about three hours afterwards his legs were 
burned off at the hips, the right arm and left 
hand were entirely consumed and his body 
was burned to a perfect crisp.

M. Kehlor atlad Duncan Kehlor, was one of 
the creditors and the mill was bougnt for 
about §85,000. It hada capacity of.2,000 bar- 
rels of flour per day, ana last year the output 
was 447,600 barrels. Two sags 2st men were 
employed. 

The grade of fidur turned out was one of 
the best on the market. There were 20,000 
barrels of four in the mill. The loss is total. 

The two. elevators have each a_ stor- 
age capacity of 500,000 bushels, 
and both were crowded to their fnll 
capacity with wheat. Their vaiue ts esti- 
mated at $168,000 each. The mill and the ele- 
vator are located a short distance from the 
city on the railroad track... The plant was 
one of the first in the comntry, and has been 
the pride of the city, andin fact one of her 


main industries. 

The Litchfield mill ig the sixth that Kehlor 
Bros. have lost. Amill at Venice, another 
at Edwardsvifie, and another at * Waterloo 
were gestroved. as well as the Pacific and 
Laclede milis in St. Louis. On some ofr these 
there was no insurance at all, and on others 
the insurance was very light. 


CAUSE OF THE EXPLOSION. 


St. Louis Millers Do Not Think It Due 
to Fiour Dust. 

The theory that the explosion .was occa- 
sionead by flour dust finds no favor amohg 
local millers. ‘‘I know nothing about the 
particulars,’’ said Alex H. Smith, ‘‘but I am 
certain that fiour dust was not the 
cause. There have been very disastrous 


explosions of this cha eee but tg are no 
longer possible. In the e dust 
was blown about the mill old a a a finely dis- 
seminated condition, andthe air was filled 
with minute particles. The smallest shock, 

such as striking a match, was likely 
to cause an explosion. Just why 
the Gust should explode is not Known, prob- 
ably to-day it would be said that it was due 
to electricity. But since the invention of the 
Gust machine by ae T. Smith no such 
explosions are ssible, as all milis 
are rovided with them, and there 
isnodustinthe air. The explosion in all 
likelihood was a boiler ex piosion ; it certainly 
was not due to dust.’ 

John W. Kauffman said: **The Litchfield 
mill was the larwestin the Southwest. Ido 
not think it possibie thatthe explosion was 
occasioned by flour dust.’’ 

THE LOSSES. 

The information received at the office of 
Kehlor Bros. this afternoon in- 
dicates that the total loss 
will be $590,000. This is covered, or almost 
so, Dy 300 policies in 100 iusurance companies 
represented. 

The agents are waiting for a detailed state- 
ment of the losses, and decline to give out 
a list of the insurance until they are 
more fully informed, J. . Kehlor 
telegraphed this afternoon that the milis and 
elevators had been totally destroyed, but 
gave no particulars as to the amount of grain 
and flour saved.

EXTENT OF THE SHOCK. 


Peop'e in Towns for Miles Around 
Thought It Was an Earthquake. 

The great force of the explosion of the 
Litchfield mills is shown by the factthat the 
inhabitants of towns many miles from the 
scene of the calamity were aroused 
by the vibration, and attributed 
the rocking sensation to an earthquake. 
It was distinctly felt at Mascoutah, High- 
land, Greenville and other points. When the 
first news of the disaster reached St. Louls it 
was reported that the wreck of the mills had 
been caused byacycione., Dispatches are at 
once sent from this office to points on the 
lines of railway having telegraphic connec.- 
tion with Litchfield asking for information 
astothe extentof the destruction. Before 
9 a. m. the following telegragis were re- 
ceived: 

HIGHLAND, Ill., March 21.—No storm in this 
vincinity. Aslightshocx of earthquake from north 
to south was experienced here .about 3:30 o'clock 
this morning. 


GREENVILLE, Ill., March 21.—No storm here, buf 
an earthquake shook up the slumbering inhabitants 
between 3 and 4 this morning. 


MASCOUTAH, Ill., March 21.—An earthquake shock 
was felt here at 3:35 this morning. The vibration 
appeared to be from southwest to northeast. Bulld- 
ings were shaken, windews rattied and people were 
aroused from sleep. -No damage. 


PANA, Ill., March 21.—Shortly after 3 o’ clock this 
morning many people of this place rushed from 
their houses in their night apparel fearing that the 
houses were going to fall they rocked so, the vibra- 
tions being from north to south, while aloud repert 
accompanied the shaking. It has since been attrib. 
uted tothe blowing up of the Planet mill at Litch- 
feild.

Thompson, the Colorado fuspsect, May 


Prove to Be Sedalia’s Criminal. 


SEDALIA, Mo. , March 21.—Neil Thompson, the 
negro arrested at Greeley, Colo., last week 
for burglary and forgery committed at Den- 
ver, is thought to be John Davis of Clinton, 
Mo., who js supposed to have committed the 
outrage a Mrs. Chas. L. Taylor in Sedalia 
on the night of Feb. 23, 1892. Davis has never 
been seen since the night of the affair. 
Thompson claimed to have once lived in Mis- 


sourl and so closely did his description re- 
semble that of Davis that a picture was sent 
to Sheriff Porter of this city. 

Mrs. Mary Moore, a widow who was choked 
and robbed onthe night of the outrage by 
the same man,declares that the picture more 
strongly resembles her assatiant than any 
other she had ever seen. 

Emanuel Givens, colored, an acquaintance 
of Davis, says that this is the man beyonda 
| doubt if the peculiar dent is in the nose, 
whieh the picture does not show. 

Mr. Taylor does notthink the man to be 
Davis. hompson is being held by the au- 
thorities at Greeley, who will secure extra- 
dition papers and go to Colorado after the 
man. The excitemont over the terrible 
crime has calmed down, but it will revive on 
the returp of Davis. 

The remarkable crime was committed on 
the night of Feb. 2, 18¥2. Mr, Taylor and 
his wife attended a party given by Mrs. H. G. 
Clark, wife of the Superintendent of the 
Missouri Pacific, at No. 622 West Broadway, 
and departed for home shortly after Il 
o’clock. They waiked along Broadway when 
they were confronted Dy, a man holding a re- 
volver in oné hand, 4 dirk fin the other, who 
commanded: ‘*Hoeld u your hands. ” Mr. 
Taylor was unarmed and obeyed the injunc- 
tion, and the fellow quickly went through 
his pockets. He found a purse containing 
about $15in goldand silver coin. After se- 
curing allthe booty he could find upon Mr. 
Taylor’s person, overlooking a valuable dia- 
mond pin which was hidden under a large 
cravat, he turned his attention to Mrs. 
Taylor and took a pair of diamond earrings 
from the lobes of her ears. 

After committing the robbery the footpad 
caught Mr. and Mrs. Taylor by their necks 
and forced them to walk south on Osage 
street. He then walked behind them and 
with revolver and dirk urged them to in- 
crease their eal and keep quiet under penal- 
ty of Geath. Block after biock was trav- 
ersed until the site of the old M., K. &T. 
Hospital was reached, when a course across 
the prairie east of the hospital was taken. 
Upon reaching a spot where a cry for 
help could not be heard the highwayman 
halted his posers He took from his over- 
coat pocket a half-inch rope and tied Mr.Tay- 
lor’s hands behind his back. He then passed 
the cord down to the feet and wound it 
around the ankles and made them securely 
fast. Having made sure of his prisoner he 
grabbed the trembling young wife by the 
armandied her away from Mr. Taylor and 
within his hearing, close. enough to see but 
for the darkness, the brute criminally as- 
sauited her. This accomplished, he brought 
Mrs. Taylor back to where her husband was.

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COMMON SENSE IN LAW. 


| The victory of the Minnesota Legislature 
in its first battle with the coal combine in 
court is an example of what may be done 
in every State if the people will elect the 
right sort of representatives. In this 
case, instead of leaving the courts to palter 
with the Jaw and favor the conspiracy, as 
has been the case in most States where the 
question has arisen, the Legislature itself 
took a hand and got to the bottom of the 
trouble—in arude, crude way, it is true, 
but got at the truth. And so evident is it 
| that the people are behind the Legislature 
that the court which undertook .to head off 
the investigation has had to yield. 

| There is a suggestion in this case for the 
Legislatures of other States where the 
courts fail to uphold the rights of the 
people against the cunning machinations 
of organized greed. We have witnessed 
the subservience of Federal and State courts 
in Pennsylvania, Ohio, Missouri, Texas 
and California, A corporation or trust 
wants nothing better than ‘‘protection’’ 
afforded by the courts and the bench is 
tending more and more to become a mere 
training school for corporation lawyers. 
The judges look to the representatives of 
these organizations for worldly advance- 
Besides, these cases are apt 
to be practically if not formally ex 
parte, because when the rights of 
the people are involved they are sel- 
dom adequately presented, and when 
the controversy is between a Napoleon of 
finance and a band of outraged stock- 
holders the Napoleon makes his point by 
means of a ‘*midnight receivership,’’ or 
some similar device, as in the Wabash and 
Reading cases. The ‘‘other side’® is 
ignored, if indeed its existence is ad- 
mitted. 

If all Legi.atures would take up this 
matter as the Minnesota body has done and 
assert the right to inspect the books of 
corporations and present the evidence 
found to the Grand-jury, the courts would 
not dare be so complaisant. Such a course 
would be unusual, but the safety of the 
people in tizhes when predatory combines 
laugh at the laws, calls for unusual efforts 
on the part of their representatives. 
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THE RAILROAD INFLUENCE. 

Speaking of the restraining order in the 
Ann Arbor strike Judge Ricks of the 
United States* Court is quoted as saying: 
**] have not the least doubt but that the 
last of the trouble has been seen. Chief 
Arthur has been restrained from issuing 
any orders to the engineers and they have 
virtually had the heart taken out of 
them.’’ 

This statement is so remarkable from a 
Judge on the bench, called to determine a 
legal issue between the railroad and its 
employes, that we could scarcely credit 
the correctness of the report, if the previ- 
ous conduct of Judge Ricks in the case did 
not afford strong presumption of its accu- 
racy. He speaks in this interview not as 
the impartial judge, but as the violent par- 
tisan of the railroad who is doing all 
in his power to aid it, To the 
gross impropriety of discussing an order 
upon which he must pass in his judicial 
capacity he has added another to the list 
of indecent exhibitions of partisanship on 
the bench to which the country has been 
treated. 

The frequency with which the sub- 
serviency of the judiciary to the railroad 
corporations is shown is cause for serious 
reflection, The hand of the rail- 
roads is iaid heavily upon every 
department of government, but nowhere 
is its influence more plainly manifest or 
more dangerous thanin the courte, It is 
an influence more to be feared by the peo- 
ple of this country than the influence of 
the crown in monarchies, because it is 
more insidious and less easily guarded 
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capacity, Itcan give fortune and place 
and power to fits subservient judicial and 
political instruments. We have lately 
seen a judge taken from the Supreme 
beuch of a State and given a fat receiver- 
ship. .We have frequently seen. judges 
elected and protected by railroad influence 
and judges whose services on the bench 
are no longer needed rewarded with places 
to the compensation of which their judi- 
cial salaries were bagatelles. 

The evidence of the potency of this un- 
scrupulous power in both the framing and 
interpretating of laws is a warning which 
the people should heed.

A MILLION LOSS.
